STREET FIGHTING 
Meanwhile the shelling of Duraz- 
zo continued, while street fighting 
occurred. between Italian troops and 
Albanian gendarmes, soldiers and 
volunteers in Valona following the 
landing there.

‘ing some 85,000 men, are believed 
to be participating in the actual

ORDERS TO PLANES 

In Rome it. is announced — that 
the march into the interior has be- 
gun. Four hundred planes are’ 
participating in the invasion. The 
airmen have been ordered‘not to pt- 
tack inhabited centres and to spare 
the population. 

Throughout the day Italian bom- 
ber squadrons flew over Albaniar 
territory dropping pamovhlets an- 
nouncing the disembarkatibn . of 
troops and warning the population 
not to resist under the threat of
